There has never been a single 
dollar of trust funds of a bank lost 
as a result of failure of a bank. 
Frederick L. Wehr, assistant sec­ 
retary of the Union Trust company 
of 
Baltimore, 
which 
has 
many 
branch banks throughout the Mary­ 
land metropolis, told stockholders of 
the First National Bank of Gettys­ 
burg at their sixth annual stock­ 
holders banquet at Hotel Gettys­ 
burg Friday evening. 
Mr. Wehr, speaking on the sub­ 
ject of ‘Trust Banking,” 
pointed 
out many advantages of having a 
trust company, or the trust depart­ 
ment of a state or national bank, 
named as executor or estates in 
preference to an individual excu- 
tor. 
State and federal laws provide 
th at in case of the closing of any 
bank with trust powers, trust funds 
are always paid out IOO per cent 
from the resources of the bank dur­ 
ing the course of liquidation, even 
before employees of the bank can 
draw pay due them Mr Wehr said. 
How to Handle Will 
He cited numerous examples to 
show that where provision is made 
in wills of individuals for a relative 
or friend to administer an estate 
ill will and dissatisfaction among 
heirs frequently results whereas a 
trust company or trust department 
of a bank can handle or adminis­ 
ter an estate with absolute impar­ 
tiality and under well defined rules 
and regulations and with trained 
men. 
He stressed the Importance of 
/everybody making a will so that an 
estate can go properly to the per­ 
sons the owner desires, using illus­ 
trations to show' that 
frequently 
• where there is no will estates have 
been forced by law into channels 
where the owner before death would 
least desire to have his money go. 
Likewise, he emphasized the im­ 
portance and advantages of having 
a lawyer draw the will or approve 
It after it is written,

Bank,

Gettysburg has only 78 foreign- 
born residents, according to the 
1930 census, data on which was re­ 
leased today by the federal bureau 
of the census in a population bulle­ 
tin on Pennsylvania. 
The official population of Gettys­ 
burg was given as 5.584 while Ad­ 
ams county has 37,128 according to 
the official figures. The female pop­ 
ulation of Gettysburg far outnum­ 
bers the male, there being 2.951 of 
the gentler sex and 2,633 males. 
The native whites number 5.299, 
while the negro population of Get­ 
tysburg is 207. There are no mem­ 
bers of any of the Mongolian or 
other Asiatic races residing in the 
borough. This 
classification 
in­ 
cludes the American Indian. Hindus, 
Chinese and so forth. 
Men Number 1,678 
There are 1,078 men in Gettys­ 
burg over 21 years of age and 1938 
women above the same age. The 
remainder of the population consists 
of minors. With but a few excep­ 
tions, the residents of Gettysburg 
had native-born parents, those with 
foreign born parentage numbering 
but 260. 
The number of illiterates in the 
borough is 48. 
In the county at large the popula­ 
tion is more evenly divided between

When Mr. John­ 
ston heard the crash, he dressed and 
went to the overturned car, finding 
Peters deiwj In the wreckage.

S. Dana 8utUff, of Shippensburg, 
Was summoned, but he was unable 
to render any medical assistance. 
The motor patrolman expressed 
the opinion that Peters had a com­ 
panion with him when the acci­ 
dent occurred, and is conducting an 
investigation to determine who it 
might have been.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CHILDREN—2 
Children suffering from the child­ 
hood type of tuberculosis common­ 
ly do not show any characteristic 
signs or symptoms of the disease 
as we see it in the adult. 
Occasionally the affected child 
may fail to gain weight or to grow 
fully in accordance with the aver­ 
age for his age. 
There may be, 
too 
some 
behavior 
disturbances, 
and the child may even appear men­ 
tally retarded. 
These conditions, 
however, are 
not symptomatic of the childhood 
type of tuberculosis. 
They may be 
due to other causes, such as simple 
malnutrition, diseased tonsils and 
adenoids, or congenital syphilis. 
To establish the existence of a 
tuberculosis infection in a child 
one must start by suspecting and 
granting its possible existence. 
The presence of tuberculosis “in 
the family" is not a condition es­ 
sential to the development of a tu­ 
berculosis infection in one of the 
children. 
There are always neigh­ 
bors, friends, servants and casual 
contacts. 
• 
The 
suggestion 
therefore 
that 
one's “delicate” child may suffer 
from 
tuberculosis should not be 
construed as a reflection cm the 
family. 
It isnt even when some 
members of the family have been 
afflicted with tuberculosis. 
The child suspected of being in­ 
fected is tested by means of a mi­ 
nute injection into the skin and is 
examined by means of the X-ray. 
The injection test is commonly 
called tuberculin test. In the child 
free from infection there is no re­ 
action. 
In the infected child a 
small, elevated and red swelling 
forms around the point where the 
tuberculin was injected. 
And now. as to the advantages 
of discovering infection in children, 
it must be self-evident that such 
knowledge 
arms 
us 
against 
the 
enemy. 
Knowing that the child harbors 
the germs of tuberculosis in it, we 
can so regulate its life, its diet and 
exercise, rest, play and work to en­ 
able it completely to overcome the 
enemy.

and performed so impressively oth­ 
erwise that it seems fair enough at 
least to compare the pride of the 
Whitney barns wrtth the Big Red

ever ridden and 
McAtee has been 
aboard many of the best of ’em.

At the post Twenty Grand staflds i 
perfectly still, with the result that 
he frequently is the last to get 
away. 
Although lacking much of the 
early dash and fire of Man o’ War 
Twenty Orand is like a locomotive 
once he settles into stride. 
It is 
this great 
driving power 
that has caused many to refer to 
the Greentree colt as the greatest 
cup horse of recent turf 
history- 
His inability to break fast resulted j 
in Mate beating him in the Preak- 
ness and the Arlington Classic but 
once those long legs get to working 
over a distance of more than one 
and one-quarter miles, he appar­ 
ently is unbeatable.
